in the nature of a summons or warrant, which process, 
when in the nature cf a warrant, shall be returnable 
torthwith, and when in the nature of a summons shall be 
returnable in not less than five nor more than fifteen 
days; on the return of such process, or at any time to 
which the trial shall have been adjourned, the said court, 
justice of the peace, police justice or recorder, shall pro- 
ceed to hear the testimony and to determine and give 
judgment in the matter without the filing of any pleadings, 
and if judgment shall be given in favor of the plaintitt, 
execution shall be forthwith issued against the goods and 
chattels and persons of the defendant for the amount of 
the penalty with costs; the officers to serve and execute

Be rr exacrep by the Senate and General Assembly of 
ie State of New Jersey, That in all incorporated cities in 
this state, as soon as the election shall be finished and 
the ballots, poll lists, tally papers and oaths and affirma- 
tions deposited i in the ballot-box, and the same sealed as 
now required by law, the ballot-box shall be immediately 
taken in charge by the two inspectors of election of the 
preeinct, and by them forthwith carried to the oftice of 
the city clerk of the city in which such election may be 
held, by the’ most direct route, and without delay; and 
said inspectors shall not stop at any place between the 
polls and the city clerk's office: the clerk of any city in 
which the election shall be held, shall attend at his said 
office on election day, and keep his office open from the 
time the polls shall be closed until all the ballot-boxes 
used at the various polls in said eity at such election shall 
have been delivered at his office; and he shall thereupon 
keep such boxes containing the tickets and other docu- 
ments, and said clerk shall not open nor permit to be 
taken or opened, any ballot-box deposited as aforesaid, 
for the space of three months after the same has been 
deposited as aforesaid, except when he shall be called 
upon by some court or other tribunal authorized to try 
the merits of such election, or tuke testimony regarding 
the same: and after such trial or investigation, it shall be 
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the duty of the clerk to have said box or boxes returned 
and deposited in his office; the city clerk shall either 
attend personally at. his office, or appoint one of the clerks 
in his office to act for him: provided, that when any special 
election 1s required to be held for any purpose, within 
the time that said ballot-boxes are required to remain in 
the custody of said city clerk, it shall be lawful for the

1. Be rr enacrer by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Wilham L. Dayton, of 
Mercer county, and James Smith, junior, of Essex county, 
be and they are hereby appointed Nn to acquire 
for the public use of the state, all that certain tract of 
land situate at Sea Girt, in the township of Wall, in the 
county of Monmouth, and state of New J ersey, and being 
a part of a larger tract belonging to the Sea Girt land

1. Burr enacren by the Senate and General s\ssembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That hereafter any person or per- 
sons who shall forcibly detain any homing pigeon, which 
may be identified by any device or mark, shall be deemed

Joint Resolution authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mission to locate and mark out the boundary line 
between the state of New Jersey and the state of New 
York, in the Hudson river, New York bay, Kill Von

Wuereas, Disputes are hkely to arise between citizens 
of this state and citizens of the state of New York as 
to the true location of the boundary line between the 
two states in lands under water in the Hudson river, 
New York bay, Kall Von Wull and Arthur Kill or 
Staten Island sounds; avd whereas, by reason of the 
absence ot anv means to locate the boundary line in 
the above-named waters, an uncertainty exists about 
the true location thereof between the state of New

The thirtieth of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-nine, wil! close the first century of 
constitutional government, being the centennial of the 
day when George Washington, the first president elected 
by the people of this country, in the presence of the 
first senate and house ot representatives of the United 
States, and of a vast assemblage of the people in front 
of Federal hall, in Wall street, im the city of New York, 
took the solemn oath of office to support the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and to administer the govern- 
ment in the sacred interests of the people and of the 
Union; and whereas, the test of one hundred years, 
under every variety of circumstances incident to the 
experiment of a government formed and administered 
by the people, has removed all doubts as to its success, 
and verified the most sanguine hopes of the friends of 
liberty, and its existence has been sustained by the 
moral force of its people, so that it now conimands the 
admiration of the civilized world, and as this event is 
the culmination of those that have preceded it, in camp, 
upon the tield and in the halls of legislation; and whereas, 
the people of the state of New Jersey will cordially aid 
and cooperate in making the memory of the day a 
worthy conclusion of the series of centennial celebra- 
tions held in commemoration of these important events 
in the history of the country; and whereas, the people 
of New Jersey are in sympathy with the resolutions 
adopted by the legislature of the state of Tennessee, at 
a recent session, and with the sentiment expressed by 
the citizens of New York city, in public meeting, on

AND WHEREAS, [t is important that the original thirteen 
states who laid the foundation of our government 
should take the initiative in preserving the recollection

WHEREAS, Serious complaints have been, and are being 
made that numerous persons and parties have been, 
and are, by various modes and devices, at all available 
seasons of the year, gathering and destroying unusually 
large quantities of menhaden and other fish in waters 
and seas in and contiguous and near to the territory of 
the state of New Jersey, and within the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and persist so to continue to gather 
and destroy such kinds of fish under the pretense of 
pursuing therein a legitimate and lawful occupation of 
using the same and the products thereof for manufac- 
turing and various purposes other than for food: and 
whereas, serious complaints have been and are made, 
that such gathering and destruction of fish, if so con- 
tinued, will work a material injury to and diminution 
of tish useful and necessary tor food in said waters and 
seas, to the great injury of the residents and citizens of 
the state of New Jersey, and detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the same; therefore, 

1. BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate und General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey, That three proper and fit per- 
sons be appointed by the senate and general assembly 
in joint meeting assembled, to ascertain as far as possible 
the facts pertinent to such complaints, and suggest such

their orphan children until the youngest. shall arrive at
